Mercury Avenue, Vandenberg Vil­ 
lage weighs over 200 pounds. 


The plane, three years in the 
making at the Lompoc Airport, was 
completed last October. Miller has 
tested it at speeds up to 185 miles 
per hour. Blackburn has been unable 
to get it over 175 mph, and they say 
the reason is Blackburn’s heavier 
weight 
The plane has been entered in the 
sports 
biplane 
class 
at 
Reno. 
Because it has not as yet been 
certified for racing Miller will have 
to demonstrate it for race officials 
before flying it in qualifying races. 


“ We’re confident the plane is 
ready to go or we wouldn't be taking 
it,’’ 
Blackburn 
said. 
The 
Pitts 
Special 
design 
has 
been 
highly 
acclaimed 
among 
racing 
enthu­ 
siasts, according to Blackburn and 
Miller. A plane ol similar design 
recently finished second in world 
championship races in Russia. 


Miller said he hopes to be able to 
average 150-160 mph in the small 
craft m the three mile long “closed 
pylon” races in Reno. 
“ We ought to be able to do quite 
well at that speed, he said 
For Blackburn, who is already 
building a second plane, the Pitts 
Special is the first he has ever built 
and the first he has ever entered in a 
race. Miller has never flown in a 
closed pylon type of race before but 
is a veteran of three cross-country 
races in the state of Washington 
Blackburn, who came to Lompoc 
in 1960 and works for the General 
Telephone Company, has been flying 
for 23 years. 


Miller, who has been in the Air 
Force 18 and a half years, has been 
flying since he was 15 years old He 
is now 36 and has been living in the 
Lompoc Valley since 1963 
Blackburn said the biggest thrill 
in his life was the first time he took 
off in the little bi plane 
He has had a couple of harrowing 
experiences 
in 
the 
small craft, 
including the lime he hooked the 
wing on a gas pump in the Santa 
Maria airport and bent the wing and 
the fuselage prior to taking off He 
said he didn’t want to tow it to 
Lompoc so he took off anyway. 
“ It was kind of scary,” Blackburn 
said, “but that’s what makes it so

OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon tishing out of port San Luis has been a "chancy” 
business the last week. For the week ending Friday, Harbor 
Associates report 87 boats were launched at their dock, 
with a total of 57 salmon being caught. This is not an 
imposing record on the face of it, but what was lost in 
quantity was made up for in quality, with the salmon 
running exceptionally large, and full of fight. 
One Bakersfield angler. Orris Peabody, cam e in with two 
27-pounders and one 10-pounder. The sm aller fish are just 
not interested in the bait offered them. No doubt they like 
their fish fresh rather than a few days old. and frozen at 
that. Reports are that the com m ercials are getting fish up 
to 50 pounds, and that even larger ones are breaking up 
their gear. This is something we have to see! From the 
sportsfishing record, one can only say that fishing is spotty 
at the very least. Weather has been good, and lots of feed 
fish in the area. Another sportsman reports losing several 
fish 
due to poor hookups. 
Usually these fish are not too 
hungry, and m ake a passing snap at the bait, and so are 
lightly lip-hooked and do not get boated Fortunately, the 
fish are not irreparably damaged and soon heal up. leaving 
them sadder but wiser. 
One fish over 40 pounds was taken on the bottom, which 
would indicate that he .larger fish are in deep w ater We 
have seen this happen when a friend hooked into a 30-pound 
salmon while using cut bait in 70 feet of water. So no 
wonder bottom fishing is still rated 
as good, the 
bait 
dunkei’’ can easily hit the jackpot. 
Albacore are being taken some 50 miles out of M ono 
Bay. Anyone who is interested contact Virges or Roses 
Landing tor reservations. Albacore are also being taken out 
of Hueneme and Ventura and are closer in to shore, from 15 
to 20 miles. 
Bonita are also showing up off Avila and are not too 
welcome bv the salmon fishermen. The sea lions are still 
operating and there is little that can be done about these 
pests, just "grin and bear it." 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Lopez Lake got a thorough working over during the Labor 
Day weekend, with the sunfish population taking a heavy 
beating, which is to the good, but trout fishing from the 
shore was not any improvement Boat angers did a little 
better working the deep w ater, and up the Lopez Creek arm 
of the lake. 
Nacimiento Lake is generally on the quiet side, getting 
over the holiday invasion of anglers Bass fishing on the 
quiet side, but crappie fishing picking up, at least when the 
schools are found and held! The catfisherm en, who do not 
mind losing a night’s sleep, are probably doing the most 
good, with frozen anchovies and shrimp the best baits. 
M argarita Lake reports fair to good action 
on bass, 
catfishing picking up. with some blue cats being taken 
In northern and centralTalifornia, fishing activity is in a 
slack period, and isn't helped by lowering the stream and 
lake levels, P.G. and E scouts report. However, the cooler 
nights, even chilly ones in some sections, should m ake for 
better action 
Catches of sizable salmon reported in the Klamath and 
Trinity Rivers even though w ater rem ains on the w arm 
side, but the fish are there and determ ined to reach their 
spawning grounds in spite of conditions. Coastal salmon 
conditions in northern counties picking up, w ith a cessation 
of heavy winds and corresponding seas and tides. However, 
it is well to check on tides and general w eather conditions 
before venturing far into ocean waters. 
One of the most productive areas is the F eath er River. 
W aters so far remain normal, warm , with flies, salmon 
eggs and grasshoppers the answer. Lots of bass and catfish 
being taken in Butt Lake. 
In the Kern, Tule, Kaweah and Kings River areas there is 
a critical fire danger, with poor fishing in the low 
elevations. All the higher altitude w aters report good trout 
fishing 
Steelhead fishing will open in local creeks Nov. 17. but on 
a 
restricted 
basis, 
open 
on 
Saturdays, 
Sundays. 
Wednesdays, closing legal holidays. Season closes last day 
of February Judging by the shape of our one really fair to 
good water. San Luis Obispo Creek, things do not look too 
hot The w ater is thick with algae, and no tidal water can 
get up to clean it out; due to a dam in the lower reaches, all 
the w ater is the polluted w ater from the upper reaches of 
the creek 
Unless there is a good rain, steelhead fishing does not 
look good. We have written the D epartm ent o! Fish and 
G am e about the condition, quite some tim e back, but have 
not been vouchsafed an answer Local officials say nothing 
can be done about the weed menace, but that fish ladders 
are being m ade to conform to F and G standards. 
HUNTING 
Locally, dove hunting is about finished, such as it was 
Ranchers in the Ntpomo area say they have never seen so 
few doves as this season, and what good a split season will 
do is bevond comprehension. Hunters who went to the San 
Joaquin Valley reporti hunting was excellent the first few 
days, but the colder nights have sent the birds south and 
few appear to be left Heavy concentrations on the Mexican 
border and the Colorado, but the birds are getting shy, and 
after a tew shots do not return. 
Waterfowl regulations for 1970-71 will be shipped to all 
licensed agents through the state about Sept. 12 for free 
distribution to hunting license buyers The agents include 
most of the sporting goods outlets Regulations for resident 
gam e and the leaflet detailing dove and pigeon seasons are 
also available

“If we don’t do something 
fast, there won’t be anybody 
left to do something about 
it,” So said one college jun­ 
ior from Los Angeles in re­ 
sponse to a recent National 
Gilbert Youth Poll on con­ 
cern for our environment. 
Nine of 10 A m e r i c a n 
youths feel current concern 
about pollution is justified. 
Reasons for feeling this con­ 
cern varied from “There’s 
no good air left for us to 
breathe” to “My child’s life 
is in jeopardy.” 
Air pollution and overpop­ 
ulation were seen as equal 
threats to our environment. 
Thirty-seven per cent of the 
respondents said air pollu­ 
tion is the greatest problem 
we are currently faced with, 
and an additional 37 per cent 
chose overpopulation as the 
most serious threat to our 
future. 
Only 13 per cent of the 
youths picked water pollu­ 
tion as the worst problem, 
and 
16 per cent felt we 
should try to reduce all kinds 
oi pollution without assign­ 
ing priorities. 
High school students were 
most concerned about aii 
pollution, 42 per cent of them 
citing it as the g r e a t e s t 
t h r e a t hanging over our 
heads. Only 35 per cent of 
those out of school and 31 
per cent of those in college 
single out air pollution as the 
most threatening problem. 
College students said over­ 
population is the biggest bur­ 
den on our shoulders. While 
45 per cent of them found 
this to be our g r e a t e s t 
threat, only 33 per cent of 
the high school students and 
36 per cent of those out of 
school felt similarly. 
In the smoggy Northeast, 


42 per cent of the young peo­ 
ple polled said air pollution 
is the greatest threat to our 
e n v i r o n m e n t . While one 
might expect the West to be 
equally concerned with smog 
problems, youths there felt 
overpopulation was the big­ 
gest danger to our environ­ 
ment (43 per cent for over­ 
population vs. 34 per cent 
lor air pollution). 


Who should bear the cost 
of eliminating pollution? 


“If big business through 
manufacturing pollutes our 
water and air, they should 
use their millions to clean up 
their work,” said a 22-year- 
old from Union. N.J. 


Not 
everyone 
supported 
this young man’s opinion, 
however, as less than a third 
oí the respondents felt pri­ 
vate industry should pay all 
the costs of the antipollution 
fight. 


As one respondent from 
Wilmington, Del., said, “I 
leel the one who pollutes is 
r e s p o n s i b l e for what he 
does. But whether the pol­ 
luter can pay for it is an­ 
other story. That’s whv I 
think the government should 
have some incentive system 
to help stop pollution.” 


More than 85 per cent ol 
the respondents said govern­ 
ment 
is 
not o n l y 
b e s t 
equipped to handle' the en­ 
vironmental problems facing 
our country, but that the 
government also should help 
bear the cost of attacking 
them. 


More than half the youths 
felt the federal government 
should take the initiative to 
Clean up America, while 19 
per cent said state govern­ 
ments are responsible 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.)

W ords 
have 
consequences. When the rhetoric of, 
for instance, the Black Panthers is 
routinely accepted (kill the pigs», 
why should it surprise that some 
people proceed to kill the “ pigs’” ' 
Simon and Schuster of New York 
City has exuberantly exploited a 
book 
by Jerry 
Rubin 
with 
an 
introduction by Eldndge Cleaver in 
which the spiritual father ot the 
Black Panthers recalls the moment 
ot 
his 
supreme 
satisfaction 
in 
America, the occasion when he saw 
a policeman gunned down in the 
street during a shoot out 
A few years ago it had not 
occurred to anyone to hijack an 
airplane. Now rhetorical totalism 
makes it a day lost when there is not 
at least one hijacking Notice that 
the motives are always political I 
have not heard of a hijacking done 
for mercenary reasons - nothing so 
vulgar. 
The 
purpose 
is 
to 
theatricalize political resolution, or 
to 
p re s s 
p o l i t i c a l 
v e n d e tta s . 
M e a n w h ile 
an analysis from the New York 
Times 
concludes, 
gravely, 
that 
there really is no solution to the 
problem of hijacking; even as there 
is no way to stop people from dialing 
a television studio, or an airport, to 


announce that a bomb has been 
planted, and then to chuckle about 
the consternation that will ensue - 
whether or not the bomb ever 
existed. 
And it is true, there is absolutely 
no way of preventing people who get 
their kicks from that sort of thing, 
from using public telephones to sow 
their disruption. But surely those 
w ho operate with almost guaranteed 
privacy draw their inspriation from 
those non-private persons who stick 
out their tongues at the conventions 
of civilization, knowing that they 
will get away with it? 
The hijackers who spirited off an 


airliner last spring were received in 
Cairo as public heroes. The name 
Eldridge 
Cleaver 
is 
chanted 
reverently at rallies patronized by 
professors and priests of altogether 
secure 
social 
station 
in 
their 
communities. 
A young black is 
indisputably kidnapped, 
tortured, 
and killed in Connecticut, and the 
moral uproar is over the efforts 
made to apprehend and convict the 
killers. 
Nature 
has 
a 
way 
of 
providing a symbol to drive home 
excruciating ironies. Today’s is the 
mission to teach peacef ulness to the 
world, undertaken by the mother of 
Sirhan Sirhan

Provisions of the California Penal 
Code, contrary to some popular 
feeling, is in a constant, although 
painfully slow state of flux in the 
direction 
of 
that 
high-sounding 
word, “ Justice.” 


As reported exclusively in a Re­ 
cord issue of last week, the Lompoc 
Police Department and the Sheriff’s 
Department, 
are 
preparing the wav 
for releasing most 
misdemeanor 
sus­ 
pects either in the 
field 
or 
after 
a 
background check 
indicates the sus­ 
pect is a good bet 
for such release. 
Surveys 
have 
shown that there is 
a higher percentage 
of 
such 
released 
persons 
appearing in court 
voluntarily on the prescribed date 
than there are of persons out on bail 
making 
the 
courtroom 
scene. 
However, the new procedures carry 
an additional charge on top of the 
original 
charge 
it 
the released 
person 
fails to 
appear. 
That 
provision alone would be enough to 
insure the 
appearance of most 
susptects. 
It has been the contention of this 
columnist for years, that it was a 
travesty in many cases ot alleged 
misdemeanor offenses 
for 
the 
suspect to be subjected to the 
indignities of being jailed and then 
ot having to come up with bail Even 
it the person is guilty of the alleged 
misdemeanor it’s wrong. And it he’s 
not eventually proved guilty, he has 
indeed been wronged by society. 
The releases will be for a limited 
number of misdemeanor offenses 
including 
intoxication, 
simple 
assault and battery, disturbing the 
peace and others which w ill have to 
be spelled out. 
All this does not automatically 
mean that there will be wholesale 
releases of suspects pending court 
appearances, but it does mean that 
many of those who nowr go to jail 
will remain free until they are 
proved guilty. 
The development goes hand in 
hand with current offorts to release 
misdemeanor suspects on their own 
recognizance There is sometimes a 
hue and cry from an alarmed public 
when a suspect is released on his 
OR. but the wisdom and the validity 
ot 
such 
releases 
are 
weli- 
documented. 
Neither the new proposals nor the 
OR procedures apply strictly if at 
all 
to those charged with felonies, 
but the idea is the same. With 
greater and greater frequency, legal 
authorities have outlined the basic 
inequities of the bail system As one 
ot the Kennedy's put it, a very guilty 
mobster will most always be able to 
make bail, while someone who may 
be innocent, but at the same time 
poor has to remain in jail. 
Not 
too 
long 
ago 
the 
law 
eliminated the direct arrest for a 
variety of traffic violations before 
the suspect has had his day in court 


That too was a radical departure 
from the past. 


In another area of criminal law, 
the courts now have some latitude to 
make particular narcotics charges 
either misdemeanors or felonies, 
depending on the circumstances. 
Violation 
of 
the 
state's 
laws 
governing 
m arijuana 
especially 
when an alleged offense has been 
committed by someone below the 
age of 21 years, can go either way, 
happily. 


On the latter comments, however, 
public opinion will make itself telt if 
initial reports of new scientific 
studies are correct in spotting bram 
and chromosome damage from the 
regular use of marijuana. Studies 
that reportedly show that marijuana 
does these things to the users, have 
been only supervidially revealed to 
date 


The releases spoken of earlier are 
part of the grow ing feeling that jails 
punish more than they rehabilitate. 
What effect the releases will have in 
reducing the jail populations is 
uncertain, but it’s worth a trv.
